DEQ says drilling © 
request incomplete 


An Elmira businessman’s re- 
quest to the State Department of En- 
vironmental Quality to drill a natu- 
ral gas well on 40-acres of state for- 
est in the Jordan River Valley was 
incomplete according to a statement 
issued by the DEQ this week.- 

Walter Zaremba submitted his 
Tequest to use private mineral rights 
to drill on the land earlier this year. 

According to the DEQ state- 
ment, the Zeremba’s application did 
not: identify a proposed pipeline 


route from the well to the processing. 


facility; provide verification of his 
legal right to construct and operate a 
pipeline; identify wetlands, streams, 
other special hazards, or the natural 
river corridor; include adequate plans 


to reduce erosion or'other impacts of 


construction and use of roads and 
pipelines; or identify special con- 


i 


_cerns linked to the site’s location 
within the Department of Natural 
Resources’ Jordan Valley Manage- 
ment Area. 

Several area environmental 
groups, including The Friends of the 
Jordan River Watershed, have op- 
posed the drilling proposal. 

The DEQ has given Zaremba 
until May 5 to submit the requested 
information. If Zaremba misses that 
deadline his application would be 
returned and he would have to re- 
apply. 

The DEQ has tentatively sched- 
uled a public hearing about the drill- 
ing request for 7 p.m. May 21 at the 
Summit Center of Shanty Creek near 
Bellaire. At the hearing, the DEQ will 
hear comments from interested par- 
ties'as to whether the drilling permit 
Should be issued.

I just got off the phone with our local commu- 
nications monopoly, Ameritech. I was inquiring 
bow much it would cost to have a line turned on in 
my building. My former tenants had the line 
installed. but-then had it disconnected when they 
moved out. The wiring and jack are still in place 
and usable. the only thing I wanted was the line 
turned on, with the new number added to my 
account. 

J was informed that the minimum charge to 
turn on the line is $42. After picking my jaw up 
off the floor. | asked why it cost so much to flip a 
switch, The operator said that this was the 
standard fee because a service man had to come 
out to verify the dial tone and make sure the jack 
was okay und that there could be additional 
charges if the jack had to be replaced. 

I like to consider myself somewhat handy 
with a screwdriver and told the woman that I 
would be more than happy to verify the dial tone 
myself with.my slimline and even replace the jack, 
if necessary. She replied (with a hint of incredu- 
lity) “Oh! You think you could do that? That's 
nice, but there's still a minimum $42 charge.” 

“Okay.” P said. realizing J had fost that one, 
“how much is the monthly charge for the line.” 
thinking to myself that I'm in the wrong business 
and mayhe | should start charging my customers a 
service charge to turn on my equipment in the 
morning. 

“The monthly fee will be between $18 and 
$20 per month depending on the level of service 
desired.” she replied. I thought that sounded 
reasonable until she told me that every time I 
dialed a local number I would be billed an 
additional 8.48 cents. 

1 said, “Now wait a minute, let me get this 
straight. First of all you want $42 Just to flip a 
switch and allow me to use your service, then you 
want me to pay you 8.4 cents every time I pick up 
the phone?” 

“That's correct, sir, will you be placing an 
order today?” I bit my tongue and politely said 
that I think I will pass. 

I realize that I have been paying these rates on 
my current business line, but it still seems a little 
unfair — especially when calls to Ellsworth (11 
miles away) and Central Lake (15 miles) are still 
long distance-from East Jordan. 

Yes, we-have had a choice of interstate long 
distance service providers for some time, and 
more recently, a choice for local (intrastate) longer 
distance service providers. This competition has 
lowered ratés for these services. 

The cost of installing the telephone lines and 
switching equipment has been paid for by us, the 
public, and it is time that the local service compa- 
nies consolidate their individual switching 
fiefdoms and allow a broader area of service for 
each location and enable competition on the local 
level. . 

We will soon be able to choose our energy 
providers due to the deregulation of that industry.

Rotary celebrating its 75th

hen you think of the Boyne City 
Rotary Club what is the first thing 
that comes to mind? Chicken 


barbecuing on a warm Fourth of July, Rotary 
Park, a group of business persons eating 
dinner on Monday nights, cabins at Camp 
Daggett, or a Rotary sign by the side of the 
road. Well, all of these and more are true 
images of the Boyne City Rotary Club which 
this year celebrates its 75th anniversary as a 
club. 

The Boyne City Rotary Club is one of 
28,134 clubs under the umbrella of Rotary 


International. Rotary International is a world- 


wide organization with 1,206,112 members in 
155 countries around the World. The first 
Rotary Club was formed in Chicago, Ill., by 
Paul Harris and business associates on Feb, 
23, 1905. Paul Harris was a doctor who was 
the moving force behind Rotary’s beginning 
and its early growth. With Paul Harris’ 
guidance, Rotary quickly grew to many 
countries and across the United States. The 
guiding motto of Rotary has always been 
“Service above Self.” 

The Boyne City Rotary Club has been 
involved in many charitable endeavors over 
the past 75 years. The largest project was the 
planting of the Red Pine trees at Rotary Park 
(hence the name). If viewed from the air the 
pines take the shape of the Rotary Wheel. 

The Boyne City Rotary Club raises and 
donates back to the community on average 


$13,000 annually. The club’s primary fund 
raisers are the annual 4th of July Chicken 
Barbecue, Top of Michigan annual meeting 
barbecue, the Boyne City football field 
concession stand, and Rotary Calendar sales. 
Through these fund-raisers the club is able to 
support many local charitable organizations. 

The club’s board of directors meets 
monthly to decide on levels of commitment 
and requests which various members have 
teceived. The club's philosophy has been to 
provide support to organizations which assist 
the greatest number of people. 

Rotary’s commitment to service is 
focused on the “Four Avenues of Service,” 
Vocational, Club, Community, and Interna- 
tional. The majority of the Boyne City Rotary 
Club’s service is focused on the community. 
However, over $30,000 has been contributed 
to the rotary Foundation by individual club 
members. The majority of this money has 
been earmarked for The Rotary Foundation’s 
Polio Plus Campaign. Polio Plus is Rotary 
International’s program to eradicate Polio 
world-wide by the year 2000. In 1996 alone 
Rotary immunized 340 million children 
against polio in 18 countries. Rotarians 
around the world have contributed over $400 
million in private funds toward this goal. 

The Boyne City Rotary Club also 
sponsors a student exchange program with 
both in-bound and out-bound students. Boyne 
City High Schoo] has hosted students from 
Japan, France, Netherlands, and Turkey 
through this Rotary program. Additionally, 


this year the Boyne City Rotary Club is 
sponsoring an out-bound student, Lindsay 
Blackall. She will be studying for one year in 
Finland. Through these and other Rotary 
International programs, the Boyne City 
Rotary Club is able to increase and promote 
World understanding. 

As the Boyne City Rotary Club stands 
ready to enter the fourth quarter of its 
existence, we hope you now have a clearer 
picture of Rotary. So the next time you 
purchase your chicken at the annual Rotary 
barbecue, stop and in your mind imagine 
Rotary, it is our hope your image of Rotary 
and Rotarians will be their pledge to ‘Service 
Above Self.”

He is a 1976 graduate of East- 
ern Michigan University where he 
majored in public administration. 

McFellin was most recently city 
manager in Webster, a community of 
6,100 residents located near Houston. 
He left that position in January. He 
also served as city manager for Oak- 
land Park, Fla., Longwood, Fla., 
Nassau Bay, Texas, Ripon, Wisc., 
Canfield, Ohio, and Clyde, Ohio.

Interpreting roof styles 
is a job for Boyne's ZBA 


When the Boyne City Zoning 
Board of Appeals meets Thursday, 
roof styles will be a prime topic of 
discussion. 

The board of appeals is being 
asked to interpret the definitions of 
roof styles in the Boyne City Zoning 
Ordinance and specifically to inter- 
pret the roof style proposed at the 
Harborside addition to the Water 
Street Inn. 

A site plan for Harborside, a 15- 
unit hotel-condominimum develop- 
ment south of the Water Street Inn, 
was approved last December by the 
Boyne City Planning Commission. 
Developer Frank Mikiciuk, however, 
made changes from the original plan 
which required review and approval 
by the planning commission. 

Planners reviewed the plan at 


their meeting last month and raised 
concerns with some of the changes 
in the revised site plan, particularly 
with the roof style. The original pro- 
posal had a roof line similiar to the 
existing Water Street Inn, which is 
considered a gable roof. The new pro- 
posal has a larger flat portion on the 
top of the building and a more verti- 
cal building face on the lake side. 

The planning commission felt 
the new roof design was more of a 
mansard-style roof which falls under 
different regulations in the zoning 
ordinance, and asked the Zoning 
Board of Appeals to interpret what 
style of roof it considers the 
Harborside proposal to have.

for the Boyne City School District. 
Since details of the $18.9 million 
proposal have been announced, the 
Community Group has been asked 
many questions. 

Following is Mrs. Thurston’s 
and the Community Group’s an- 
swers to many of those questions.)

People frequently ask me if I 
think the proposed millage request to 
update Boyne City’s educational sys- 
tem will pass successfully. My re- 
sponse is, “Definitely! Because it is 
affordable, is the right answer and is 
long overdut.” For a long time the 


‘voters in the school district have 


wanted to roll up their sleeves and 
get this problem behind them. They 
have successfully seen the sports 
complex through its first phase and 
are ready to tackle the portable prob- 
lem and the updating of the 
community’s educational program 
for its youth and adults. 

Other questions I have been 
asked and my answers are as follows. 


Is there room for a new high school 
on the M-75 campus? 

Once the Community Group 
determined that a new high school 
rather than a new middle school 
would better serve the educational 
progress of Boyne City’s schools, the 
question was where this facility could 
be built. The choice of purchasing 
new property for the buildings was 
set aside for two good reasons: 

1. Purchasing a new site would 
add to the overall cost of the project. 
The Group was determined to keep 
the costs as low as possible. 

2. The Group felt that the high 
school should be adjacent to the new 
Sports Complex, and that the new 
high school should be adjacent to as 
many of the other schoo! buildings 
as possible to permit shared use of 
many of its facilities. 

The choice of building the high 
school on the downtown campus was 
ruled out because of lack of space. 

The remaining choice was to 
build the new structure on the exist- 
ing M-75 campus. This choice was 
accepted, both to save the money that 
new property would cost and to be 
next to the sports complex. Both 
seemed to justify the relocation of the 
existing bus garage.

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fectly good bus garage? 

Not knowing the choices that the 
Community Group considered in its 
decision to locate the new high 
school on the M-75 campus, many 
in the community have criticized the 
plan to tear down the present bus 
garage. Fortunately, in small com- 
munities like ours, criticism doesn’t 
stay behind backyard fences but is 
quickly heard in the coffee shops, 
read in its newspaper and brought 
forward to those involved. 

This is good. It is the American 
way -- “free speech!" As a result of 
the community’s concern, the Paullin 
Group on behalf of the Board of Edu- 
cation and the Community Group has 


- been able to place the new high 


school on the M-75 campus WITH- 
OUT the removal of the existing bus 
garage. All this and room to park up 
to 650 cars! 

The garage, because it needs to 
be larger than it now is, will be re- 
placed by a larger and more efficient 
building at a different location. The 
present garage will be a welcome 
storage unit for the school system, 
allowing the grounds and buildings 
to be kept free of materials and items 
now stored in such areas as the boiler 
room, media center, classrooms and 
even a semi trailer. Or the garage 
building will actually become part of 
the new high school. Thanks to the 
community and its objections of the 
garage’s removal, THE EXISTING 
BUILDING WILL BE UTILIZED. 


Why is all this expensive technologi- 
cal equipment sa necessary? 

Because we are all living in the 
technological age. We've moved 
from the agricultural through the in- 
dustrial ages and are now embarked 
in the era of technology. Look 
around you. Your coffee maker. TV, 
CDs and tape decks, your cordless 
phone, your exercise machine, word 
processor, computer, car, telephone. 
range, washer, dryer, the games you 
play, your digital clocks, cash regis- 
ters and on and on are all part of this 
change. 3-D television is here. E- 
mail, faxes and the internet are our 
communication devices along with 
cellular phones. Who can guess what 
more 1s to come? 

Only by knowing the why and 
how of tomorrow’s technology will 
our students qualify for tomorrow's 
jobs. Only if they become success- 
ful wage earners in the global mar- 
ket place will they contribute in a 
meaningful way to this country’s so- 
cial security system -- our country’s 
security valve for the increased lon- 
gevity of its population. Which in- 
cludes all of us — even you! 


Can I afford to vate “Yes”? 

Certainly, this millage is on the: 
“SALE” rack. 

1, What you are wearing is worn 
out and too smal}. To fix it up this 
year won't cost as much as it will to 
do so next year. 

2. The breaks are here for you 
NOW in the state tax laws. The 
Homestead Act will let most seniors 
give the community’s kids and them- 
selves this needed facility without 
ANY cost to themselves. 

3. The community's tax base is 
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so high (because of its high cost sec- 
ond homes etc.) that the cost to the 
local taxpayers is minimal. 


Why more classrooms? Kids nowa- 
days can’t read or write. They can’t 
add without a calculator. They don’t 
need more buildings -- they need 
better teaching in the basics: read- 
ing, writing and Tithmetic! 

That is a great word, "basics!" 
Reading, writing and ‘rithmetic are 
even more important now than they 
were back in the "good old days!” 
The hitch is that each of our "basics" 
has become much more complex and 
therefore more difficult to teach. 

A wider list of subjects is taught, 
many mandated by the state. Social 
skills necessary for good employ- 
ment qualifications are being taught 
in the classroom as an aid to over- 
burdened parents. 

Our school district's high per- 
centage of learning disabled children 
requires special instruction and care. 
Whcether in their own classrooms or 
integrated in regular classrooms these 
students stretch the facilities of the 
system whose goal is to prepare them 
for a meaningful life. 

The student who will go directly 
into the work force requires a differ- 
ent class selection than the college- 
bound student. Each subject taught 
requires room space. Behind all these 
needs is what is known as core sub- 
jects. That's right — the "basics" from 
kindergarten on. They have not been 
forgotten! 

Classrooms must be larger to 
include support equipment while 
class sizes grow smaller to facilitate 
better instruction. 


How do I know whether I want to 
vote for the millage -- I haven’t seen 
any building plans? 

In an effort to get the most for 
the community's money this project 
will go through a bid process. Ex- 
tended specifications have been writ- 
ten by the Paullin Group which re- 
flect the recommendations of the 
Community Group which were ac- 
cepted by the Boyne City Board of 
Education. The language of the mill- 
age proposal was written from these 
specifications. 

The specifications will be avail- 
able to both architectural and con- 
struction firms upon the passage of 
the millage proposal. The compet- 
ing firms will develop their own de- 
signs which will then be submitted 
to the Board of Education for its fi- 
nal approval and awarding of the con- 
tract to design and construct. THEN 
the actual building designs will be- 
come public knowledge. 

Until such a ume only concep- 
tual drawings can be presented. In 
general they establish size and place- 
ment. These plans will be presented 
to the Board of Education at its meet- 
ing, Monday, April 14. 

The process of seeking designs 
and bids is ready to roll with May 
12th’s ‘YES’ vote. Your “YES” vote 
will save you money and benefit not 
only our kids but each of us, also. 


Shouldn’t we be moving slower on 
this, taking more time to explore all 
the options?

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_ Nothing is more important than 
planning before starting a project. 
What is needed must be determined 
before it can be achieved. Realizing 
this the Community Group worked 
diligently; meeting every other week 
for 3 1/2 months to bring its recom- 
mendations to the Board of Educa- 
tion. It continues to meet bi-weekly 
as an aid to the Paullin Group. At 
this time the Community Group is 
endeavoring to "watch dog" their rec- 
ommendations and to answer the 
community’s questions as it secks a 
‘YES’ vote on May 12. It is meeting 
weekly. 


But why all the rush? 

There are two main reasons. 

1. First, alot of time hasn’t been 
necessary because of the weeks and 
weeks of study that had been done 
by former groups and through the 


Ryder Report, a professionally con- 
ducted survey of the community 
completed in 1994 which determined 
just what it is that the community’s 
people want for their schools. There 
was no need for the Community 
Group to re-invent the wheel -- it was 
there and ready to move. 

2. Time is money -- big bucks. 
A delay of one more year would es- 
calate building costs an estimated 7.5 
percent — about $1.5 million on this 
project. In its effort to keep the 
project cost to a "bare bones" level 
ume became a real factor — in fact, 
a primary goal. It is fortunate that so 
much good study had been done in 
advance and that the Community 
Group did not have to start from 
scratch. 


By hiring a project management 
firm (the Paullin Group) the Board 
of Education implemented a differ- 
ent planning time line than has been 
used in the past. Instead of fine wun- 
ing the project to fit everyone’s wish 
list in advance, the project is designed 
to meet the overall needs within the 
money available and then fine tun- 
ing it within these parameters. 


Why are we putting only two classes 
in the current middle school? 

We aren't. The two grade levels 
equate to 10 classrooms plus support- 


‘ ing rooms. The administrative offices 


and board rooms will also be put in 
the current middle school rather than 
the new high school, saving new con- 
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struction costs. We also plan to have 
a place in the building for commu- 
nity members and groups to use. 


Why do we need more gymnasiums? 

The one currently being built at 
the middle school is not a high school 
gym. It will be used by fourth and 
fifth grades for gym classes and their 
athletic events and will also be avail- 
able for community use. The one in 
the current high school will be a gym 
for the middle school and will take 
care of all their team sports. The new 
gym will be a regulation high school 
size, it will accept tournament play, 
and the seating for 1500 will also be 
adequate for that. With the relocation 
of the fourth and fifth grades, the el- 
ementary school gym will be ad- 
equate for grades K-3. We will see 
that the community also has room for 
its adult leagues. This will result in
